For 
years, 
medicine 
attai’k ed 
- this disease with the use ( f a

riety of drugs, princi|ja!!y m er­ 
cury. 
But even mercury \sas n<'t 
* so effecient that the disease 
regularly cured. For long it was a 
common superstition that this di>- 
ea« :e was never completely cur­ 
able. 
Then, in 19 10, Paul F^hrlich in­ 
troduced a new method of treat­ 
ment based on his new drug corn- 
binatifin, called “606." 
Scientifi­ 
cally it was called sab. arsan. Dur- 
’ ing the World War, when it be­ 
came 
necessary 
to manufactuic 
this drug in the United States be­ 
cause it c(-uld not be (-htainerl 
from Germany, the drug was re­ 
named arsphenamine. 
When 
Ehiiich 
discovered 
this 
* drug, it was turned over to a J a p ­ 
anese assistant, named Hata, for 
* testing on human beings. 
Since 
, that time the drug has been used 
on hundreds of thousands of p er­ 
sons and is believed to be as im­ 
p ortant in the treatment of syphi­ 
lis as is q uinine in malaria. Most 
important about tlie use 
kA this 
' drug is the fact that it acts alm( st 
immediately and controls the pos­ 
sibility of spread of the disease. 


Since the discoxery of arsp hena- 
. mine, 
chemists 
and 
physicians 
- throughout the world have been 
3 gradually mak ing modifications of 
. the drug and introducing ether 
‘ remedies, based on a similar line 
, o f attack . 
Today the doctor has a 
: vast armamentarium of remedies 
: which can be used in the treat- 
' ment of the syphilitic patient. 
It is k nown today that the pros­ 
pect of a complete cure drops 
about 20 per cent if one waits too 
long before beginning treatment. 
Therefore, the chance of a cure 
of syphilis is much greater if the 
patient gets good medical treat­ 
ment the 
moment 
the 
primary 
sore, which is the manifestation of 
this disea.se, first appears. 
Today there are a number of 
Magic Bullets useful in syphilis 
including 
not only the original 
arsphenamine, but also neoarsphe- 
namine and drugs containing bis­ 
muth, m.ercury and arsenic.

preparations 
which can attack the spirochetes 
and eliminate them from the body.
